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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel Claims 20, 23, and 29. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-19, 21, 22, and 24-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to 
teach or render obvious a method of forming a continuous ink jet print head having a plurality of nozzles 
and a bore associated with each nozzle, the method comprising: providing a semiconductor substrate 
having integrated circuits for controlling operation of the print head, the substrate having an insulating 
layer or layers formed thereon the insulating layer or layers having electrical conductors formed therein 
that are electrically connected to circuits formed in the substrate; forming in the insulating layer or layers a 
secondary ink channel and a blocking structure for controlling lateral flow of ink from a primary 
ink channel formed in the substrate to a secondary ink channel formed in the insulating layer or 
layers; forming a bore communicating with the secondary ink channel; and forming in the substrate the 
primary ink channel communicating with the secondary ink channel.
